DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 - 40 are pending in tlie application. By this examiner's amendment, 
claims 21 - 30 and 38 - 40 are cancelled. 

2. Claims 1 - 20 and 31 - 37 are allowed. Claims 21 - 30 and 38 - 40 were 
previously rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 101 as being directed to non-statutory subject 
matter [Final Office Action, 01 November 2005]. Applicants appealed the rejection 
under 35 U.S.C. § 1 01 for claims 21 - 30 and 38 - 40. The Board of Patent Appeals 
and Interferences affirmed the rejection(s) against claim 21 - 30 and 38 - 40 and the 
period for further appeal has expired. In accordance with MPEP § 1214.06(11), claims 1 
- 20 and 31 - 37 are allowed and claims 21 - 30 and 38 - 40 are cancelled by the 
examiner.
